weavers of Ghana, became a particular favorite of hers. Each 
design motif has a meaning: "One man cannot rule" . . . "In 
unity there is strength" ... "No one knows the end of the world." 


Avia left Conakry, French Guinea, in 1960 when the po- 


litical situation became unsettled. She managed to take with her 
bolts of authentic, hand-woven and hand-blocked fabrics. Now 
settled in New York's Greenwich Village, her unique, flowing 
adaptations are being worn by fashion-conscious women from 
coast to coast. 


They, like Avia, believe there is "one world of fashion"— 


and this year the focus is on Africa.

ever to castigate the dignity of one of his athletes. . . . 


"If the dismissing of Tallent from the team is indicative of 


future actions on the part of Rupp, then perhaps the time 
has come to consider the idea of hanging up the brown 
suit." . . . 


For the last few weeks, Tallent had played on an injured 


ankle . . . "I couldn't play as well as I was capable, so they 
(the coaches) got down on me. They started taking me out 
every time I made a mistake and I lost my confidence," Tal- 
lent told the student paper. . . . 


The bad pass against Tennessee was the last mistake Tal- 


lent will make for the University of Kentucky basketball 
team . . . "He asked," said Kentucky's director of athletics, 
Bernic Shively, "that he be permitted to retain his grant-in- 
aid for the remainder of the year. His request will be 
granted." . . . 


Tallent is not certain what he'll do after the semester ends 


. . . "I'm thinking about transferring after this year," he said. 
"I'm in a five-year course (Civil Engineering) and I would 
still have another year of eligibility.' . . . 


"I've been getting a lot of mail. It has been favorable. The 


people around the state are sorry about what has happened. 
I've been getting so many calls, too, I can hardly study." . . . 


The student newspaper has asked University of Kentucky 


president, John Oswald, to investigate the matter. .

Why make an issue of it? Just say he's dropped from the 
squad and forget it.

The paper refused to forget the incident: "We have wor- 


shiped the athletic god long enough. We need engineering 
students with a *B' average, such as Tallent, far more than 
we need superstars romping around Memorial Coliseum." . . .
